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Claims 21-38, 40-46, 48-54, 56, 57 and 63 are presented for examination. 
The remarks filed on June 23, 2008 have been received and entered. 

Claims 21-38, 40-46, 48-54, 56, 57 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Muller et al. (US 5,858,41 0) in view of Anderson et al. (US 
5,739,1 52) for the reasons set forth on pages 2-5 of the office action of January 23, 
2008. 

Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered, but are not 
deemed to be persuasive. Applicant in his remarks argues that Muller does not teach 
all the limitations of the claimed invention. Applicant is reminded that the rejection is 
obviousness and not an anticipation rejection. Furthermore, Muller teaches a 
suspension of a poorly soluble or water insoluble drugs in combination with a 
phospholipid, such as lecithin within the claimed range concentrations, a 
thermoprotecting agent, such as trehalose and sorbitol, which can be autoclaved. 
Applicant alleges criticality to the lack of the surfactants in the claimed composition in 
comparison with the composition of the prior art. The claimed invention contains 
phospholipids, which applicant calls it "surface modifier". It is unclear if a surface 
modifier is a surfactant or can not be used a surfactant. Furthermore, Applicant has 
selected the composition of the prior art, claiming the advantages of the lack of 
surfactant of such composition in terms of autoclaving and sterilization. However, the 
prior art also teaches autoclaving as a mean for sterilization. Applicant has presented 
no supporting evidence to establish the unexpected or unobvious nature of the claimed 
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invention, and as such, claims 21-38, 40-46, 48-54, 56, 57 are properly rejected under 
35U.S.C. 103 (a).
